FOR KILLING WIFE 
OF JOLIET WARDEN 


& Finds Negro Guilty After 
Deliberating on Evidence 
44 Hours.

PRISONER CRUSHED 


Had Expected at Least a Dis- 
agreement; Warden Resigned 
After the Tragedy. 


Nov. 29.—Joseph Camp- 
bell, negro convict, was today found 
guilty of murdering Mrs. Maizie Odette 
Allen, wife of former Warden Allen, in 
the Warden’s apartments of the State 


Penitentiary here. 

The verdict fixed the punishment at 
hanging and was returned after 44 
hours’ deliberation by the jury. 

Campbell, who had expected a dis- 
agreement at least, appeared to be 
crushed by the verdict. 

Ferdinand L. Barnett, Campbell's at- 
torney, moved for a new trial, and Dec. 
20 was set for a hearing on his motion 
Counsel for the defense intimated they 
would carry the fight to the Supreme 
Court. 

Mrs. Allen, formerly a musical com- 
edy star, was found murdered in her 
bed in the Warden’s suite of the State 
Prison on the morning of June 20. Her 
skull was fractured and her body 
by which the murderer 
is believed to have hoped to hide evi- 
dences of his crime, was discovered 
before the body was consumed. 

Campbell, a negro trusty, was serving 
an indeterminate sentence for murder. 
Suspicion fell on him because he was 
the last man known to have been in the 
Allen apartments. Warden Allen was 
absent at French Lick Springs at the 
time. 

The crime led to Allen’s resignation 
as a Warden. He said he could not 
endure to live within the walls in the 
shadow of his bereavement. 
did not permit him to reside outside. 

Campbell was placed on trial for the 
murder of Mrs. Allen Oct. 2. The facts 
of the murder were rehearsed by scores 
of witnesses, and Campbell was put on 
the stand Nov. 19. 


Campbell said that on the morning ot 


ite murder he left the.penitentiary at 
5:40. Minute by minute he traced his 
movements, telling the jurors he un- 
locked the pantry door, went into the 
linen room, went to Mrs. Allen’s apart- 
ments at 5:51 and left there five minutes 
later to take the dog for a walk. He 
said he did not know of the fire until 
6:30. The fire started about 6:20. 

He said Mrs. Allen frequently applied 
alcohol to her arms and burned it. He 
said also she frequently used an electric 
pad for treating rheumatism before she 
arose in the mornings. He intimated 
that either the electric pad or the burn- 
ing of the alcohol had fired the room. 
He declared Mrs. Allen had befriended 
him, and was seeking to obtain his fe- 
lease on parole. 

Campbell’s attorneys asserted 
William Hennessy, Assistant Chief of 
Police of Jollet, had ‘“planted’’ the 
broken alcohol jug in the bed in which 
Mrs. Allen was burned to death. This. 
they said, was done at a time when, by 
his own testimony, Hennessy was alone 
in the Warden’s bedroom.

NO GOVERNMENT POSITION 


“Prosecution Is Only Trying to 
Bring Out All the Facts,” 
Says Attorney. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—The Govern- 
ment was called on today to state 
whether it considered Capt. Karl Boy- 
Ed, German naval attache, in the light 
of a conspirator with Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line officials in dispatching relief 
ships to German cruisers at sea early in 


the war. 
The demand was made and repeated 


by William Rand Jr., counsel for Dr. 
Karl Buenz and his three subordinate 
officials in the course of their trial for 
alleged conspiracy in the United States 
District Court here. 

“The Government has taken no posi- 
tion in that matter,“ replied Roger B. 
Wood, Assistant United States District 
Attorney, in charge of the prosecution, 
when pressed by Rand for the third time 
for a reply. All that the Government 
has wanted to do is to submit all the 
facts in the case bearing on this indict- 
ment. i 

It has done that without any attempt 
to bring anybody’s name in that did not 
have to be brought in.“ 

Insists on Direct Answer. 

What the Government contends with 
relation to Capt. Boy-Ed’s connection 
with the case was a point which Rand 
was insistent should be cleared up. 

“Is Capt. Boy-Ed one of the conspir- 
ators in this case according to the Gov- 
ernment’s contention?’ he asked. There 
was no reply and after a short pause, 
Rand addressed the Court, repeating the 
question. 

“I dislike to ask Mr. Wood that ques- 
tion again,“ Rand went on, because ap- 
parently he is very touchy; but I will 
ask your honor to ask it of Mr. Wood 
I think we ought to know; I feel that 
the Court should put the question.“

In support of its contention it 
placed in evidence last week, among 
other documents, a telegram sent by 
Philip Volz, Baltimore agent of the 
North German-Lloyd to Hans Suhren, 
captain of the steamer in New York 
The message was addressed to Suhren 
at Capt. Boy-Ed’s New York headquar- 
ters. 

Revolvers Taken on Board. 

Bentsen testified that revolvers were 
brought aboard the Marina Quesada be- 
fore she sailed and that he took care of 
them at Capt. Suhren’s request after 
they had left port.

BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Henry Ford's pro- 
posed peace tour of Europe in a special 
steamer, loaded with American men and 
women who are to urge peace, awakens 
no echo in Germany. 

The plan, as described in the few 
words which have reached here by way 
of England, is looked upon as being 
somewhat bizarre and characteristically 
American in conception, possibly be- 
cause no details of the plan and its scope 
have appeared here. 

In such comment as has been made, 
the press is not inclined to take the pro- 
posed move seriously; some of the pa- 
pers are disposed to be rather sarcastic. 


American Mediation Unpopular. 

It may be said with considerable em- 
phasis that Germany is not disposed to 
look with favor on any peace move- 
ment in which the American Govern- 
ment might take the initiative, and I 
have reason to believe President Wilson 
is thoroughly informed of the sertiment 
existing here. 

Peace advocates in the United States 
must bear in mind that Germany con- 
siders she has been unjustly treated by 
America; that the feeling is deeply rvot- 
ed here that Washington used one kind 
of measure toward England and quite 
another toward Germany; that the Gov- 
ernment emphasized Germany's alleged 
violations of international law in an en- 
tirely different manner from the way it 
treated England's supposed violations of 
American rights and international law; 
that almost every action of Washington 
where Germany’s rights came into ques- 
tion, showed a deep prejudice, a lack of 
fair play and justice, and that out of 
such a mental atmosphere, no peace 
movement can come which would have 
as much regard for Germany as for the 
other side. 

Fhe sale of ammunition to the allies 
and the loan to Great Britain and 
France are looked upon as open, active 
support of the other side and not as the 
acts of a nation which sincerely hopes 
to play the mediator in this world con- 
flict. Further unfairness and one-sided- 
ness are seen in the alleged failure to 
press complaints against England after 
Germany gave way in the submarine 
controversy. 

America is blamed for the length to 
which the war alread has gone and for 
its further continuance.

British War Secretary Receives

PARIS, Nov. 29.—Field Marshal Earl 
Kitchener, British Secretary of State for 
War, arrived in Paris from Italy today. 
Soldiers and travelers at the station 
gave him an ovation when he stepped 
from the train.

ARE MUD WALLOWS 


Conflict There Has Developed 
Into Grenade Throwing, Cor- 
respondent Says. 


COUNTRY BADLY COUGED 


Shells Have Done Terrific Dam- 
age—Germans Have Advanced 
to Mountain Crest. 


By Associated Press. 
ON THE ARGONNE FRONT, via Ber- 


lin and London, Nov. 29.—-After artil- 
lery battles in the Argonne forest which 
have cost thousands of lives, the Ger- 


mans have advanced to a point within 
24 miles of the outer edge of the woods. 
They stand on a mountain crest of the 
wooded section where infantry attacks 
are most difficult. The conflict, there- 
fore, has developed into a bitter mine- 
throwing and artillery interchange. 
During a comparative lull in the fight- 
ing the Associated Press correspondents 
were permitted to visit the extreme front 
and have a view not only of the present 
German positions, but of the terribly 
devastating effects of the canflict which 
has been waged yard by yard through 
the forest. The journey was made dur- 
ing an intermittent heavy artillery fire 
such as has cut down hundreds of thou- 
sands of trees and plowed up acres of 
ground, the territory dotted with graves 
of German and French soldiers who 
have fallen since October, 1914. 
Indescribably bad roads made it neces- 
sary to leave the automobile at the edge 
of the woods and proceed on foot 
through mud often reaching half way 
to the knee. The first objective was 2 
shallow valley called “‘Cimetiere,” the 
scene of the first stand of the French, 
where hundreds of their dead were 
buried before they retired to a more 
mountainous region. 

Country Gouged Out. 
The constant artillery fire made it 
necessary to take to the muddy and 
winding connecting trenches from this 
point on, through a country gouged out 
by great shells and mines, littered with 
unexploded shells, parts of French uni- 
forms and soldiers’ paraphernalia. 

Graves scarcely less than two feet 
deep marked the last resting places of 
scores of Frenchmen. The tortuous way 
led upward to the heights of the so- 
called Bagatelle Hill, the lower slopes 
of which the French still hold and from 
which the Germans hope to be able to 
advance soon. Bagatelle was stormed 
in September, together with adjoining 
ridges, from which the Germans claim 
to control the present French positions 
through their artillery. 

After incessant rains the most ad- 
vanced trepches were indescribable 
sloughs, in which one all but wallowed. 
Portions of them here and there were 
merely mud heaps as the result of 
French artillery fire. Smiling, cheerful 


}] Wurttemburg infantrymen, mud-covered 


from head to foot, apologized to the 
visitor for the condition of their home 
and assured him everything would soon 
be rehabilitated. 

Through “shooting holes” in steel 
protectors could be seen the winding 
F'rench positions on the slopes below. 
The trenches twist snake-like along the 
entire Bagatelle crest to a point from 
which German and French soldiers are 
able to throw hand-grenades from one 
position to another. By driving back 
the French the Germans not only ob- 
tained control of the Bagatelle Heights, 
but also were able to block the entrance 
te the valley between Bagatelle and the 
Stork’s Nest. 

The French seemingly had been able 
to note unusual activitv in the German 
trenches when the correspondent 
reached the valley an egan an artil- 
lery bombardment. The hells for the 
most part fell behind the German ad- 
vanced lines and contributed only to 
the devastation of the fofeést, although 
some of them came uncomfortably near 
The dinner hour on both sides was just 
past and a counter bombardment be- 
gan, increasing until it approximated 
the celebrated drum fire.’’ 

“French Fire at Random.” 

The French fire came in deafening sal- 
vos—perhaps 20 shots at once. The 
Germans Claim the French fire more or 
less at random. whereas the Germans 
attempt to place each shot and are 
chary of their ammunition. 

The return led past the famous Marie 
Theres Hill, where every man in an en- 
tire French company either was killed 
or taken prisoner. A regiment here 
had dominated the position until Sept. 
8. The French believed themselves in 
an impregnable stronghold, but they 
overlooked an adjoining spur which the 
Germans took and then encircled them. 
A few graves, numberless parts of uni- 
forms and unexploded shells marked the 
scene of their last stand. 

The return journey to the edge of the 
Argonne was made over the narrow 
gauged railroad, which has been built 
by the Germans for the transportation 
of trcops and supplies.

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GERMAN TRENCHES |STREET HELD FOR 


MURDER OF WIFE 
AND POLIGEMAN 


Coroner’s Jury Brings In Verdict 
Against Madison Assistant 
Chief of Police. 


William Street Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice of Madison, III., was held for the 
killing of his wife, Mrs. Catherine Street 
of 917 Salisbury street, and Patrolman 
Charles Barmeier, in an alley near his 
wife’s home last Thursday night, by the 


verdict of a Coroner’s jury today. 

The verdict declared that the police- 
man and the woman died from bullet 
wounds caused by a revolver fired by 
Street. 

„Big Bill’ Street, as he is known, was 
ordered held for the grand jury. He 
has refused to make a statement. Po- 
liceman Barmeier, who was not ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Street, was killed in 
the performance of his duty, after 
Street and his wife, who were living 
apart, had begun an open-air quarrel. 

Mysterious Man in Case. 

A mysterious man, who may have fig- 
ured in the killing, was described at the 
inquest by Adam Leffler, bartender in 
the saloon at 3701 North Ninth street, 
where Street and his wife began their 
quarrel. | 

Another witness whose testimony in- 
terested the closely packed audience in 
the Coroner's office, was Charles Street, 
14 years old, who told of finding Frank 
R. Fairchild, 24, of 3619 North Ninth 
street, visiting his mother. The boy said 
he ordered Fairchild out of the house. 
Fairchild said his acquaintance with the 
woman began only three days before her 
death. The boy was not asked whether 
he had told his father about Fairchild. 

Leffler testified that while Street and 
his wife were quarreling in the rear 
room he saw in the doorway a man 
whom he described as a big blonde fel- 
low,’ who wore a raincoat. Leffler, who 
formerly worked in East St. Louis, said 
he had several times seen this man on 
bridge cars, but that he never saw him 
in North St. Louis before. 

Three Drinks Bought for Her. 

Leffier said Mrs. Street entered short- 
ly before 10 o’clock and that Harry 
(„Shorty“) Gilbert, an unemployed man 
living over the saloon, bought three 
drinks for her, which were charged on 
Gilbert’s account, and took one drink 
himself. Gilbert then went out. 

Soon afterward, he said, Gilbert ran in, 
saying “I got hit,“ and the bartender 
went back and saw Mrs. Street lying on 
the floor, with Street bending over her. 
Street called to Leffler, ‘‘I told you not 
to serve her any drinks,“ and pointed a 
revolver at him, Leffler said. 

At the same time, Leffler said, he saw 
the “big blond fellow’’ standing in the 
doorway, Leffler went to call the pro 
prietor, John Holzweg, and when he re- 
turned, the Streets and the man had 
left. 

Leffler was asked to describe Street's 
revolver, and said it was short, with 
bright nickel plating. This is considered 
important, in view of the fact that the 
revolver taken from Street, at the time 
of his arrest an hour later, had a black 


barrel. 
Once Forbidden to Serve Her. 


Leffler said Mrs. Street was a datty)” 


visitor to the place, and that the pro- 
prietor once told him to serve no more 
liquor to her at that particular time, 
but he said he never received such an 
order from Street. 

Mrs. Bertha Alford of 3710 North 
Eleventh street testified that she 
heard two shots, then three more, 
and looking out saw a woman lying 
by the gate leading from her yard 
into the alley.

Hours for Sale and Consumption 
on Premises Cut to Five 
and a Half.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—The new 
strictions on the sale of liquor be- 
came effective today. 

Subject to the usual exemption for 
residents of the premises and to 
special provisions for Woolwich, 
Greenwich, the district about Dart- 
ford and certain wharf areas, it is 
made an offense punishable by a fine 
of $600 or imprisonment for six 
months to sell or supply intoxicating 
liquorg for consumption on the prem- 
ises except between the following 
hours: 

Week days, noon to 2:90 p. m. and 6: 30 
to 9:30 o’clock in the evening. 

Sundays, 1 to 3 p. m. and 6 to 9 p. m. 

A relaxation of the order permits an 
extension for half an hour for the con- 
sumption of liquor ordered during a pe- 
riod in which the sale is permitted. An- 
other amendment permits delivery of 
liquors ordered during open hours, ‘f 
paid for on delivery. 

Spirits for home drinking cannot ba 
purchased on Saturday or Sunday nor 
on the other days except between noon 
and 2:30 p. m. This traffic is limited to 
the sale of bottles holding not less than 
a quart.

TO CHURCH CRITICS 
OF MEXICAN POLICY 


President’s Secretary Empha- 
sizes That Catholic Nations 
Have Recognized Carranza. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—A letter by 


Secretary Tumulty to Dr. James J. Me- 
Guire of Trenton, N. J., is considered 
here to voice the administration’s reply 
to those who criticise the recognition of 
the Carranza Government in Mexico be- 
cause of charges of outrages upon Cath- 
olic priests and nuns. Dr. McGuife 
wrote to the White House, asking for 
an explanation of what he characterized 
as widespread criticism.“ 

Secretary Tumulty advised Dr. Me- 
Guire that the files of the State De- 
partment failéd to disclose any official 
record of a single proven case of out- 
rages upon nuns, and he included in his 
letter a statement by the Catholic Vicar 
General at Mexico City, which, while 
disclosing the shooting of priests, and 
the expulsion and imprisonment of oth- 
ers, declared there had been no viola- 
tions of nuns in that district. 

Secretary Tumulty said that in all 
wars the horrors of the conflict had 
been kept alive by those on the losing 
side, but that it should be the duty of 
all citizens of both the United States 
and Mexico to contribute in every man- 
ner to the early rehabilitation of the 
nation so long torn by civil strife and 
to avoid keeping open the wounds. 

Counsel and sympathy are needful 
and would be merciful now, because 
they would. be of wonderful efficiency 
in uniting the people of Mexico in the 
work of reconstruction,” wrote Tu- 
multy. “Efforts to arouse rancorous 
feelings among them will have the ef- 
fect of opening anew the wounds which 
should be healed, and of creating an 
open sore to torture that poor people 


against their brethren.“ 

The secretary also called attention to 
the recognition of President Juarez by 
the Buchanan administration following 
“The bloodiest of all civil wars ever 
waged in Mexico,” marked by all the 
bitterness and cruelties of a religious 
war.“ 

Emphasis was laid on the recognition 
of Carranza by the Latin-American 
countries which joined in the Pan-Amer- 
ican peace conferences. All of these

Capt. O’Brien admitted that the arrest 
of the women was profitable to the 
bondsimcii, but said that this could not 
be helped and the police were not to 
blame for it. The only way that pro- 
fessional bondsmen could be kept from 
profiting was for the Judges of the Court 
of Criminal Correction to refuse to ap- 
prove common law bonds.

CAUSE BIG. RISE 


Commandeering of 20,000,000 
Bushels of Canadian Crop Does 
Not Excite Grain Traders. 


_ CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Action of the 
Canadian Government in commandeering 


under the special war act approximate- % 


ly 20,000,000 bushels of wheat is expected 
to result in, only slight fluctuation in 
the American market, according to opin. 
ions today of leading grain dealers in 
Chicago. 


Wheat jumped in price on the Board 


of Trade today. Predictions, however, 
that a 5-cent advance would be added 
to values here right at the start were 
not verified, the extreme opening 
changes being to 2%c. At Minneapolis 
the rise was from 1% to 2 cents. 

The market probably will not be ap 


preciably affected, they declared, as + 


none of the important dealers in Chi- 
cago, the center of the nation’s wheat 
trade, was directly involved. 

Experts said the price of grain had 
been kept down thus far this year for 
two reasons. The first, they said, is the 
enormous supply both in the United 
States and Canada, and second, the ab- 
sence of competitive bidding. Most of 
the supplies for Great Britain and ita 
allies have been purchased through one 
agent, they asserted. 

Great Britain, it was pointed out, is 
40,000,000 bushels short of its needs as 
compared with last year and the pur- 
chase of 20,000,000 bushels at one time 
makes up one-half of the shortage. No 
uneasiness for the future is expressed 
therefore among experts who think that 
England evidently intends obtaining the 
grain for its own requirements and de- 
sires to be sure of. it. 

Canada Has Big Surplus. 

There is more than 100,000,000 bushels 
of Canadian wheat available of that al- 
read: disposed of, it was said, as Can- 
ada had 230,000,000 bushels available for 
export at the beginning of the season 
three months agc, and had disposed of 
one-half of it. 

The grain commandeered is in ele- 
vators at Fort William and Port Ar- 
thur, Canada, and in other cities east- 
ward to the Atlantic coast. The order is 
for all the No. 1, 2 and 3 grades. A con- 
siderable portion of it is the property 
of American dealers. 

The action of the Canadian Govern- 
ment is summed up in an official state- 
ment issued at Ottawa. In part it 
states: 

“The. effect of the Government pur- 
chase in the open market, such as were 


made by the different countries a year 


ago, is well known to the public. The 
market rises abnormally, adding to the 
profits of grain dealers and speculators 
who have purchased the grain which the 
Government requires. The advance in 
prices of a large amount of grain in 
store becomes the luss of the purchasing 
Government and the profit, not of the 
producer, but the owner of the stored 
grain. 

“Ty secure the desired end this year, 
the Government 
mandeer all No. 1, 2 and 3 Northern 
wheat in store at the head of the lakes 
and eastward. 

“The price to be paid has not been 
settled by the Government, but will 
shortly be fixed on a fair basis. 

“Instructions have been given that all 
loading now under way is to be con- 
tinued and no deluy whateyer occur in 
the transport of the commandeered grain 
from the elevators to ocean terminals. 

“The order does not apply to grain in 
elevators west of*the lakes or in transit 
at the time the order takes effect or 
subsequently thereto.”’ 


CANADIAN SEIZURE OF WHEAT 
CAUSES MARKET FLURRY HERE 


Trading Normal at Slight Reaction 
After Opening Swell of 1% to 
2'4 Cents. 
Announcement that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment had 
bushels of high-grade wheat in Cana- 
dian elevators, caused an excited wheat 
market on the Merchants’ Exchange to- 

day. 

The fact that speculation has been 
quiet for some time, which induced 
„pit“ traders to sell calls“ on wheat 


Saturday's closing, added materially to 
the buying at the market’s opening. 
These traders were forced to buy wheat 
against their alls“ to protect them- 
selves from excessive losses, in case op- 
tions had a sensational advance. 

After the opening swell, which. carried 
the market up 1% to 24 cents, with the 
December option quoted at $1.08% and 
the May $1.07%, trading assumed a nor- 
mal tone and prices reacted slightly. 

Traders took different views as to 
the effect of the Canadian Government’; 
action on future wheat values, but. the 
majority opinion was that it would ulti- 
mately mean much higher prices in 
American, as well as foreign markets.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—“For God's 
Sake, go back to your ship; we are not 
murderers!” an officer of a submarine, 
apparently an Austrian, shouted to 250 


passengers of the British steamship 
los, who had become panic-stricken 
and jumped overboard when the sub- 
marine came upon the vessel in the mid- 
die of the Mediterranean. Of the pas- 
sengers 25 drowned. The submarine 
stood by for five hours and then let 
the Barulos proceed to Alexandria.

‘LANDSCAPE VS. MONUMENT. 

The view of the St. Louis Chapter of Archi- 
Folie differs from that of Park Commisisoner Cun- 
liff with regard to the treatment of the Lindell 
entrance to Forest Park, only in kind. 

The chapter rejects the Cunliff plan for colon- 
nades and fountain, but suggest a monumental 
structure, obtained through competitive designs. 

We differ from both. No doubt the Cunliff 

plan designed by Barnett and Kessler is beautiful 
in itself and would adorn an appropriate loca- 
tion. No doubt the competition for a monumental 
treatment of the entrance would produce a hand- 
some design. But we do not believe that any 
monumental treatment of the Lindell entrance 
would improve it. On the contrary, we believe 
it would obscure if not mar the chief charm of 
the Lindell entrance whieh is a superb view of 
almost the entire park. 
Coming from the pavements and buildings of 
the city the visitor to the park at the Lindell 
entrance is confronted by a beautiful landscape. 
The park, with its trees, lawns, flower gardens 
and monumental buildings, spreads out before 
him. The height of the ground at the entrance 
enables him to see practically all of the park. The 
change from the architecture of the city to the 
landscape of the country is delightful. The vis- 
itor is charmed and elated by the vista of hill 
and valley, trees and grass. 

The simpler the treatment of the Lindell en- 
trance, the less obstruction of the view the bet- 
ter. The problem there is not one of beautifica- 
tion but of simplification and of convenience and 
safety for visitors on foot and on wheels. Any 
formal architectural or monumental design would 
spoil the view and the effect. Let the monuments 
go elsewhere. 
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There is a supposition that the victor of the 
ig war will turn his guns upon the United States 
d easily overrun this country. Still, making a 


jmonarchy out of the Great Republic would surely 


give the invader some extraordinary exercise. 
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LET THE PRESIDENT DO IT. 

Many months ago President Wilson tendered 
the friendly offices of the United Stafes to the bel- 
ligeretit Powers as a first step toward the re- 
establishment of peace. 

The President's offer was courteously declined 
by every Government to which it was addressed, 
but it was not withdrawn It still stands, and 
whenever any of the warring nations wishes to 
avail itself of the President’s tender the United 
States will be ready to act. 

More than that the President cannot do, and in 
this matter the President is the Government of 
the United States. Where he fails in such a 
mission it is certain that no private undertaking 
can succeed. 

It is safe to say that no other man in the world 
understands the present diplomatic situation so 
well as the President. Most of the diplomacy of 
Europe is now carried on by means of American 
Ambassadors, whose facilities for obtaining in- 
formation cannot be surpassed. Apart from all 
other agencies, they may be trusted to communi- 
cate to the Government at Washington the first 
vague sign that any of the belligerents is willing 
to discuss terms of peace in good faith. 

Mr. Wilson knows what is possible and what is 
not possible. He has wisely refused to nag 
the Governments that are at war or to 
propose to them terms which he knows they 
must reject. The responsibility for ending 
the conflict does not rest upon the neutrals. It 
rests upon the nations at war, and until they are 
ready for peace the United States can only mark 
time. We should fail only if we failed to do our 
duty to civilization when the demand came for 
our services. 

In the meantime, we respectfully suggest to 
well-meaning Americans that they permit the 
President of the United States to conduct the for- 
eign affairs of the United States. We are aware 
that a great many patriots think they could do 
it better than Mr. Wilson does it, but they are 
very likely to be mistaken. 
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Just as telephones become universal it develops 
that the unnecessary, noises of the city are caus- 
ing general deafening. Much of the spluttering 
and impatience incident to telephoning is due to 
auditory, failings. 
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THE MAN WHO GAVE AWAY $350,000,000. 
It is computed that Andrew Carnegie on reach- 
ing the age of 80 years had given to philanthropic 


eauses $350,000,000. Most of it was given in 
Mr. Carnegie’s allotment of the Steel Trust’s 


$470,260,000 of bonds and other securities that 
have back of them much more of value than when 
the Steel Trust was organized in February, 1901. 
If Mr. Carnegie had determined 15 years ago 
to give away each year only the amount of the 
annual income on his enormous fortune, his bene- 
factions would still have reached a dazzling sum 
by this date. But together with all his annual 
income, he has given away huge fractions of his 
capital. 
Of his former wealth there now remains to 
him $20,000,000 and this he plans to reduce so 
materially by further gifts that he and his fam. 
ily will be left only a fortune without distinction 
among those of the country’s well-to-do. 
Until this time, there has never been anything 
like benefactiens on this scale. And in this time 
nothing like it is probable or possible in any 
other country than .America. Mr. Rockefeller, 
between whom and Mr. Carnegie a pleasant 
rivalry in gifts has apparently existed, may have 
given to various purposes a sum closely approxi- 
mating $350,000,000. But his donations have 
been more narrowly limited in purpose and have 
seemed frugally to be planned to keep well with - 
in the total annual income in most years. 
Considering effect on the giver’s private means, 
the wide area over which benefits have been dis- 
tributed, the great variety of the purposes to 
which aid has been afforded, the indifference

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TUMULTY’S MEXICAN LETTER. 

Reports have been widely circulated in this 
country about the treatment to which Roman 
Catholic priests and sisters have been subjected 
at the hands of Gen. Carranza, and in the be- 
lief that these charges were true opposition has 
been expressed to the recognition of the Consti- 
tutionalist leader by the administration. In 
his letter to Dr. James G. McGuire, Mr. Tumulty, 
secretary to the President, meets the question 
frankly. 

By the records of the State Department and by 
the investigations made by United States Consuls 
and special agents in Mexico, it is shown that 
the reports of outrages against nuns cannot be 
substantiated. The testimony of the Vicar Gen- 
eral of the Archbishop of Mexico City, in a writ- 
ten report to Mr. Silliman, special representative 
of the State Department, is to the same effect. 
Nowhere did he find proof in support of the 
charges, except in the case of certain priests 
who fell into the hands of the followers of 
Zapata. 

In a country so large as Mexico, torn by civil 


hostile commanders and undisciplined soldiers, it 
would be strange if crimes of cruelty and intol- 
erance had not sometimes been committed. But 
the attitude of the United States Government has 
been consistently to warn Carranza and others 
against the persecution of priests and acts of 
injustice ‘toward the religious orders, and it is 
fair.to say that from Carranza’s representatives 
in this country solemn assurances have been re- 
ceived binding the present Government of Mexico 
to respect the religious beliefs of all alike. Un- 
substantiated rumors whose origin are not trace- 
able have been made to outweigh with a fair- 
minded public the actual records as they stand.

THE BATTLE OF . NOGALES. 

The battle of Nogales, of which an authentic 
account was furnished by the Post-Dispatch staff 
correspondent, Clair Kennamore, has importance 
as the occasion of the first considerable firing on 
American soil by the regular army against an 
organized enemy since the Civil War. 

The engagement lasted hardly more than 15 
minutes and the casualties on the American side 
were one killed and two wounded. In addition 
to several score of prisoners who crossed the line 
to surrender voluntarily, the casualties among 
the Villistas were nearly 40 killed and perhaps 
as Many more wounded. 

The Villistas, who provoked the encounter, 
were given a surprise whose wholesome lesson 
will not be lost on all the factionalists if the 
disorders in that country continue. They will 
be more careful about shooting in the general 
direction of the United States. They will also 
be more careful in the future about shouting the 
curses and insults that have formed their vocabu- 
lary of communication across the line during the 
past four years. 

A further point not without interest was de- 
cided when a Mexican who came to the American 
side was compelled to surrender his spurs along 
with the military equipment others were com- 
pelled to surrender on becoming prisoners. These 
spurs were to other spurs as 42-centimeter guns 
are to other artillery. It seems, then, that spurs 
may reach a size and formidableness compelling 
their recognition as dangerous armed accouter- 
ments rather than as articles of civilian costume. 
The battle of Nogales, accordingly settled some 
things.

In the civilized mind the conviction grows that 
hanging is the most brutal and the most brutal- 
izing form of execution. Even the strongest ad- 
vocates of capital punishment must admit, and 
many such are strong contenders, that hanging 
The object, td destroy life, 
may be attained in several less spectacular and 
less painful ways, preferable unless the law ad- 
mits that to horrify is its purpose, by holding up 
the vision of the gallows as a deterrent to murder. 
By the same admission the law convicts itself of 
lagging behind civilization, in the employment of 
medieval barbarities. The gallows antedates street 
lamps and belongs to the dark era when men 
carried lanterns at night. 

If to horrify is the object of the law which re- 
tains hanging, then by all means let hangings be 
open and invite the crowds. Advertise the spec- 
tacle far and wide. Make a Roman holiday. It 
needs no moralist to paint the brutalizing conse-
